With regard to the Boer movements across the 
Tugela, the ** Central News" man informed us 
on New Year's Eve that 

‘t Ойт scouts have learned that the Boers are 
making important alterations in their plans for 
the defence of the Tugela River. Yesterday 
they brought in the news of the formation of a 
new Boer camp to the west. A caravan of thirty- 
one wagons was seen descending from the plateau 
beyond the river into a hilly cul-de-sac, where, if 
a camp were safely established, it would be quite 
invisible. 

“ Immediately upon the receipt of this news 
a party of Thorneycroft’s Horse went out for 
further observation. They counted altogether 
sixty-three wagons making for the spot chosen. 
Behind them was a buggy, drawn by four cream- 
coloured horses, and accompanied by a mounted 
escort. This was presumably the equipage of 
General Joubert. 

““ This new Boer camp is on the Upper Tugela, 
towards Springfield. . The movement taken, with 
the prolonged silence from Umbulwane, shows 
that a considerable alteration has been made in 
the Boer line of resistance." 


The Boer Version of the Battle of Colenso 


was chiefly interesting for the account given of 
the capture of gallant Colonel: Bullock (who 
spent Christmas 4 captive with some thousands 
of other Britishers at Pretoria)— 

" When the British made their first attempt 
to recover the captured batteries a body of horse 
dashed up, but before they reached their goal 
our cannon opened fire, sending nine shells into 
their midst and.scattering them. 

**Colonel Bulleck, who is a prisoner, when 
asked to surrender, refused, and the Boers 
kuocked him down with their fists. He then 
drew his revolver,. whereupon another Boer 
struck him to the ground, hitting him over the 
head with a rifle, and he was thus forced to 
surrender.” 

A brave detachment of Boer mounted infantry 
subsequently swam their horses across the river 
to capture the deserted guns`we lost through 
Colonel Long’s temerity. According to the Boer 
account, the captured batteries were the 14th 
and 66th. : 


Colonel Dalgety's Occupation of 
Dordrecht. 


A British force under Colonel Dalgety, of the 
Cape Mounted Rifles, has occupied Dordrecht, 
which was recently proclaimed Republican 
territory by the Boers. Тһе occupation fol- 
lowed upon the successful skirmishes which a 
patrol under Captain de Montmorency, V.C., 
21st Lancers, had with the Boers, and was not 
opposed, the Boer officials having fled. Colonel 
Dalgety's force was mainly composed of Colonial 
troops. А quantity of oxen, wagons, and ponies 
was. captured. 

We hear splendid accounts of the dash and. go 
of the devoted Australians and Canadians. 

Captain de Montmorency with a reconnoitring 
partv encountered the enemy on- Dec. 30 at 
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could not shell them for fear of hitting our own men, sent 
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He deserted from Aldershot in 1893, and is 
believed to have been for some time in the service 
of the Boers. 

He says he instructed the Boers in trench- 
making. He states that there were 23,000 of the 
enemy, at Magersfontein, of whom 21,000 were 
engaged on the day of the battle. The trenches 
extend fifteen miles. 


Lord Methuen’s Column. 
Thus the Standard’s Special Correspondent— 
Mopper River, Dec. 25. 

I have just had an interesting conversation 
with a Colonial officer of large experience. 
In his opinion--as in that of most persons 
here who ате qualified to judge — Lord 
Methuen's Column has done marvellously well, 
considering the extraordinary strength of the 
positions taken up by the enemy, in each of 
the four battles since the advance from Orange 
River. The only incident to be regretted or 
condemmed was the march in quarter-column 
of the Highland Brigade. But even that move- 
ment was well conceived originally, and, with 
a little better fortune, might have resulted in a 
signal success, It is, however, almost impossible 
for Lord Methuen, with the means at present at 
his command, to drive the enemy, by a direct 
frontal attack, from such a position as Magers- 
fontein has now become. 


Position at Kimberley. 

The latest news received at Cape Town 
from Kimberley is to the effect that the food 
supply is plentiful, and that there is an abund- 
ance of water. The town, we are assured, is 
capable of holding out for another three months, 


The Latest Mafeking Sortie. 


Reuter’s Pretoria agent stated on Dec. 29— 

Three British soldiers who were taken prisoners 
at Malopo state that Captain Vernon Sandford 
(Р Captains Vernon and Sandford); of Colonel 
Baden - Powell's Staff, was killed during the 
engagement, while Lord. Edward Cecil and Lord 
Charles Cavendish-Bentinck were wounded.

The following was posted at the War Office 
on ‘Tuesday— 

From General, Cape Town, to Secretary of 
State for War. 

Care Town, Jan. 1, 1900. 

Methuen's position is unchanged. 

French reports (2 p.m.) to-day, from Coleskop,

Loyalty of Indian Princes.—Responding the 
other evening to the toast of his health, proposed by the 
Viceroy, the Nizam of 
Hyderabad said that the 
proudest title he possessed 
was that of Her Majesty’s 
faithful ally. His purse, 
his army, and his own 
sword was ever ready to 
defend the Queen’s Empire. 
Hyderabad, the central 
part of the region called 
“Тһе Deccan,” south of the 
Mahratta nations and west 
of the Godavery River, lies 
between the Bombay and 
Madras Presidency, and is 
larger than England and 
Wales. The population is 
ten millions, the majority 
being, Hindoos, but the 
ruling families are 
Mohammedans of Mogul 
descent. The Nizam, 
derivi his hereditary 
power from ancestors who 
were vassals of the Mogul 
Empire, was an early ally 
of the British rule in 
India, which protected him 
fromthe Mahrattas. He is
